BERLIN, May 7.—[ By wireless to Say- | 
N. Y.]—The sinking of an allied 


April with the loss of nearly all the 600 
Russian troops who were on board is 
reported in advices from Corfu the 
Overseas news agency says today. 

The news agency statement regarding 
the reported sinking is as follows: 
„According to reliable reports from 
Corfu, in addition to the battleship Rus- 
sell a transport steamer with 600 Rus- 
slans on board struck a mine and sank. 
Only a few were rescued. The bodies 
recovered were buried by the British at 
Malta.“ 

The British submarine E 31 was sunk 
by the gunfire o1 a German warship to the 
west of Horn reefs, off the west coast of 
Denmark, on the morning of May 5, it 
was announced by the German admiralty 
today. 


Denies Loss of Submarine. 
LONDON, May 7.—The British official 
communication issued this evening de- 
nies the German claim of the sinking of 
submarine E 31, which is declared to have 
returned safely to its base. 


Another Sea Raider Loose? 

New York, May 7.—The steamship Ve- 
nezia, arriving here today from Bordeaux, 
France, with forty American citizens 
aboard, was fired upon and chased for 
several hours by two commerce raiders 
while off the Azores, according to a story 
related when the. vessel docked. . Reports 
had been in circulation for more than a 
week that at least one sea raider was

Columbus Raiders Shoot and Burn; Two 


Americans Kidnaped; Two Troopers 
Wounded; One Missing. 


Alpine, Tex., May 7.—Villa bandits, estimated at from 75 
to 200 in number, in charge of Col. Cervantes, who led the attack 
against Columbus, forded the Rio Grande Friday night and,

Three troopers and a 10 year old boy were killed, two cavalry- 
men were wounded and another is missing. He is believed to be 
a prisoner of the bandits, who are now fleeing southward into 
Coahuila, Mexico. 

Two American citizens, J. Deemer and O. G. Compton, 
according to reports received here, were carried across the Rio 


Grande, and reports have it that their throats have been cut.

"| EN RAGED, SHOOT DEAF AND DUMB BOY.

FIRE BALLS ROUT TROOPERS. 


The cavalrymen kept up a steady rifle fire in defiant answer. 
Then the Mexicans’ leader ordered fire balls to be thrown on the 
roof, thickly thatched with candalaria. 

The blazing weed tortured the soldiers below and burned 
their heads and bodies. Then, smashing the door, the troopers 
broke for the open, firing as they ran. Two were shot and killed 
as they fled. One is missing and it is believed he is a prisoner. 
Another was killed as he tried to climb through a window. 

According to the story brought here, the Mexican bandits 
first attacked a store and one or two houses in Boquillas, where 
they made Deemer and Compton prisoners, and then sped fifteen 
miles northward to make their attack on Glenn Springs, which is 
fringed with rugged hills. 

At Glenn Springs they wrecked a wax factory belonging to 
William Ellis, his store and residence, besides one or two other 
small buildings. 

START RAID ON THURSDAY. 


At 5:30 Thursday evening the main body of fifty to 3 
mounted Mexican bandits forded the Rio Grande at Boquillas 
and swept into the little settlement, shouting Death to the 
Gringos!“ The bandits surrounded the mercantile store of J. 
Deemer, and after lootrng the place set it on fire. Deemer and 
O. G. Compton, his clerk, were seized and bound. 

The bandits packed their loot on their horses and after 
setting one or two small frame houses ablaze galloped away 
northward. 

Fifteen miles over the mountainous country the body of 
bandits made their way, heading towards Marathon, and in their 
night ride they came upon Glenn Springs, where a small detach- 
ment of nine cavalrymen under command of Sergt. Smyth of 
troop A, Fourteenth cavalry, was stationed. 

The Mexicans appeared suddenly on the top of a hill be- 
neath which Glenn Springs nestled. The figures of the bandits 
were silhoutted against the sky line. Noting their numbers, 
Private Birck, on outpost duty, emptied his revolver to rouse 
the camp and then dashed back to the tent. Sergt. Smyth and 
Private Croskem jumped to the fly of the tent. Observing num- 
bers of Mexicans at hand, they ran to an adobe hut where the 
six other cavalrymen were preparing to make their defense. 


“WE'RE UP AGAINST IT COLD.” 

The door of the hut house, which has only one window, was 
barred and Sergeant Smyth, seeing that his men were overwhelm- 
ingly outnumbered, gave orders to shoot carefully and not waste 
| the ammunition. 

“ We are up against it cold,” Smyth said, “ but we will show 
them something. Let the Mexicans shoot their heads off and

For three long hours the fight went on. “ Just a little 
while more, boys, and daylight will be with us,” urged Smyth, 
who knew the bandits would retreat once they became good 
targets in the light of dawn. 

The Mexicans fought in skirmish formation. That was 
proof to Smyth’s eyes that he was dealing with a military body. 
The attackers’ horses were tethered some distance to the rear 
and the brigands maintained their attack on three sides of the 
house, from which there was no escape except the door and the 
single window. a 


SET FIRE TO ADOBE HOUSE. 


Unable to rout the Americans from their mud-walled fort, 
the leader of the Mexican band gave orders to throw fire balls on 
the roof which was thatched partly with tin and partly with can- 
dalaria weed. 

Flaring torches made of torn cloth and weeds were dropped 
upon the roof, which started to burn. There was no water in the 
house to check the flames and the fire threw down its heat like a 
broiler upon the nine soldjers below. | 

The heat became intense and the faces and backs of the sol- 
diers still firing spiritedly through the window became blistered 
and burnt. 9 * 

“1 can’t stand it any longer,” cried Private William Cohen.

Cohen leaped into the window frame to make his dash for the 
open. A bullet split his skull and he fell back dead into the house.

The heat had burned the tops of their heads. Colock stepped 
forward to the door and smashed the boards with his gun stock.

After the attack on the American 
troops the bandits rushed to the wax 
factory of W. K. Ellis and destroyed it 
besides setting fire to the factory store. 

A cross 
that hung in one room is believed to have 
saved the house from being burned. 
When morning came the American 
troopers crept back to the settlement 
and saw the main body of Mexicans 
packing their loot upon their horees and 
the nine American cavalry mounts 
which they had captured. Then witha 
cry, they turned toward the Rio Grande 
and started for Boquillas. Here the 
brigands carried Deemer and Compton 
across the river.

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REPORTS DIFFER 
ON THE DETAILS 
OF MEXICAN RAID 


Statement by Funston of At 
- facks Made Come from 
Wounded Solder. 


, 
Washington, 'D. C., May 3 
ing statement, given out tonight at the 
war department regarding the Mexican 
raids, differs in many respects from other 
and evidently later reports: | 

“A telegram from Gen. Funston re- 
ceived at the war department at 5 p. m. 
today gives further particulars of the 
Mexican raid at Glenn Springs and Bo- 
quillas. The information was telegraphed 
to Gen. Funston by a reliable citizen of 
Marathon, Tex., who obtained it from an 
American soldier wounded at Glenn 
Springs and who had just arrived at 
Marathon in an army motor truck. This 
soldier stated, accofding to the message 
from Gen. Funston, that at 11:30 Friday 
night, 200 Mexicans attacked the garri- 
son. i 
The fight lasted until about 2:30, when 
they were forced to abandon their quar- 
ters, which the Mexicans set on fire. They 
continued the fight in the hills. About 
7:30 Saturday morning the Mexicans left 
and went toward the river crossing at 
San Vincente. 


Make a Second Raid. 

„About the same time a number of 
Mexicans raided the store of Deemer & 
Co. at Boquillas, Tex., looting and burn- 
ing it, taking Deemer with them. It is 
reported now that he is killed. Sergt. 
Smyth estimates the Mexican for@es in 
surounding hills at about 500 or 600. 

“Sergt. Smyth remained 
Springs and is also wounded. There are 
also five civilians and one soldier missing. 
Carranza troops left Boquillas, Mex., 
about fifteen days ago, collecting all arms 
in the town and leaving no guard there. 
Mexicans while fighting were reported as 
shouting first: ‘ Viva Villa,’ and then 
‘Viva Carranza. 


Second Message Received. 

Early in the evening there was issued 
by the war department the following: 

“A telegram was received from Gen. 
Funston by the war department at 4 p. 
m., affirming the message previously re- 
ceived from the collector of customs at 
Pagle Pass about raid by Mexican ban- 
dits at Glenn Springs. 

** Mexicans numbering about fifty at- 
tag¢ked a small detachment at Glenn 
Springs at 11:30 Friday night, killing 
three American soldiers and one boy and 
wounding two soldiers. The town was 
looted. It was reported that Boquillas 
was raided Saturday morning at 10 0’clock 
by presumably the same band. 

A relief detachment of American sol- 
diers reached Glenn Springs at 4 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon and another left 
Marathon for the same place on motor 
trucks at 10 o'clock this morning.“

BERLIN, May 7.—Aroused by irrespon- 
idle gossip and reports that he was un- 
friendly to Germany and doing every- 
thing possible to bring on war with 
America, and smarting under what he 
considers unjust criticism based on these 
false reports, Ambassador Gerard has 
taken refuge in publicity, in the form of 
an interview in the National Zeitung de- 
nouneing these reports. 

The government, -it is understood, is 
also planning to take energetic steps 
against the Continental Times, a paper 
published in English here, for publish- 
ing an article written by Edwin Emerson, 
n War correspondent, which Mr. Gerard 
construes gs saying, almost in so many 
words, that the American. ambassador 
nd an American correspondent had be- 
trayed Sir Roger Casement to the British. 

Mr, Gerard's position Reré has been, 
by nature of the public feeling in both 
countries, difficult, second only to that of 
Count von Bernstorff in Washington. 


Two Years of Nervous Strain. 

There has been a suppressed and in- 
vidious campaign of gossip about him, 
and idle, irresponsible reports on for 
some time, to which three years at his 
post without rest; and the two years’ 
work and nervous strain inseparable from 
his position during the war and the 
year’s crisis with America, ‘appear to 
have rendered him somewhat sensitive. 

In numerous instances the unfavorable 
gossip as to his attitude and the de- 
liberate misconstruction of remarks have 
had their origin with Americans rather 
than with Germans, but it has not been 
without its effect upon anti-American 
circles.

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ARMY WEAKNESS 
I LATEST RAID 


Expert Blames Administration 
for Not Sending National 
. Guard fo Border. 


BY CAPT. HENRY J. REILLY. 
Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]— 
The raid of McKinney Springs and Bo- 
quillas, Tex., in wnicn a small party of 
American soldiers was wiped out, a num- 
ber of American civilians killed or 
wounded, and American property de- 
troyed—all on the American side of the 
border—serves to emphasize once more 
the entirely unsatisfactory state of bor- 
der affairs from a military point of view. 
The army has known it all along, but has 
not been permitted to mention it. 


Tun TRIBUND has pointed it out again 


and again and has only recently pre- 
dicted that just such a raid as this would 
be made. Before the Columbus raid led 
to the pursuit of Villa there were not 
enough troops at any point along the 
border to protect the towns and settlers; 
to give the detachments of troops a proper 
chance to protect themselves against sur- 
prise and to make a proper defense; and 
to have bodies sufficiently large at cen- 
tral points to promptly strike, drive back 
and pursue any raiders. 


Garrisons Too Small. 

A concentration in any one place inevit- 
ably led to the further weakening of other 
places not sufficiently garrisoned in the 
beginning. In other words, while any 
leader such as Villa could easily find out 
the disposition of our troops, pick out | 
the weakest spot, then concentrate his 
force and strike it, our troops had to re- 
main strung out in small detachments 
everywhere too weak to protect properly 
themselves, much less to strike immedi- 
ately an enemy, 

The expedition after Villa made condl- | 
tions worse because the troops withdrawn 
from the border to make up this expedi- 
tion were not entirely replaced. The 
farther into Mexico the expeditionary 
force went the greater the number of 
troops needed by it, if for no other pur- 
pose than the proper protection of the 
lines of communication. There is little 
doubt that Gen. Funston has more than 
once asked that militia be sent to the bor- 
der in order to strengthen it. These re- 
quests have never been complied with. 


Carranza No Aid. 


Villa's raid on Columbus and Friday's 
raid) on McKinney Springs and Boquillas 
illustrate what the pursuit of Villa hase 
shown more than once, and that is that 
the Carrancista troops cannot or will not 
better the situation. In fact, on more 
than one occasion they have deliberately 
made it worse.

PREPAREDNESS MOVE 


Officials at the naval training station at 
Great Lakes talked direct over the wire- 
less telephone yesterday with Capt. 
Chandler of the battleship New Hamp- 
shire. The latter was on the bridge of 
his ship in Chesapeake bay. 

The conversation was part of the series 
of experiments which the navy depart- 
ment is conducting in conjunction witb 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, and followed the demonstra- 
tion of Saturday in which officials: at 
Washington talked with the New Hamp- 
sbire and with various naval stations 
throughout the country. 

To Commander Moffett, at Great Lakes, 
Capt. Chandler said: 

“It is a wonderful achievement to 
be able to talk from Great Lakes to a 
vessel at sea connected through Wash- 
ington by wireless telephone.“ 

Since Saturday afternoon all communt- 
cations between Washington, the New 
Hampshire and the naval stations has 
been conducted) by telegraph, telephone, 
or wireless. Experts declare the system 
to be unequaled by that of any other 
nation. 


RADIO PHONE DIRECTS SHIPS. 

Washington, May 7.—Washington was 
the center today of a wireless war game. 
In a test of communication resources of 
the navy, actual war conditions were 
duplicated. Practical demonstrations in 
directing warships at sea and naval move- 
ments on land were given by wireless 
and wire telephone and telegraph. Sec- 
retary Daniels and Admiral Benson 
talked by the wireless phone with Capt. 
Lloyd H. Chandler of the battleship New 
Hampshire and directed that ship’s move- 
ments while fifty miles at sea.

OFFERED IN HOUSE TODAY. 


Alexander Plans to Push Measure 
Through Committee by Tuesday 


—Old Objections Seen. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]— 


Representative Alexander, chairman of 
the house committee on merchant ma- 
rine, today gave out a revised version of 
the ship purchase bill for the upbuilding 
of the American merchant marine on 
which the majority of the committee 
have agreed, under instructions from the 
White House. He will introduce it to- 


morrow, have it sent to committee, and 


will report it favorably out of committee 
on Tuesday. 

The bill does not appear to have stilled 
many of the biggest objections raised 
against it last session, notably the charge 
that the shipping board ts a political plum 
of huge size. Chairman Alexander ad- 
mits it will make government operations 
possible, and this possibility in the other 
bill was what provided the filibuster 
which killed the legislation. There is 
general expectation that the same oppo- 
sition will be aroused against this bill.

PEACE AT HOME. 

The conditions of industrial disturbance observ- 
able in the United States are widespread and grave. 
Strikes are many and of serious proportions. 

Perhaps these conditions are inevitable in the 
main. In the east especially enormous profits have 
been made in the ephemeral war commerce. It is 
natural that labor should demand a share in them. 
It is not only natural, it is right, and this has been 
recognized by many of the great employers whio 
have granted increased wages, sometimes on their 
own initiative and without demand or compulsion. 

Bat a distinction should be drawn by conscientious 
labor leaders between the mushroom profits of war- 
time and the slowly returning prosperity of normal 
American business. We have been passing through 
a period of acute depression, stocks of merchandise 
have run low,, thrift has been widely and strictly 
practiced. Now, partly through the stimulation of 
war conditions, business has swung back toward 
normal healthy activity. The home market has re- 
vived and all business is beginning to benefit by this. 

But this revival does not justify such demands for 
wage increase as war supply profits. Doubtless 
some adjustment is deserved in many lines. But 
labor will not only check the returning health of 
American business, it will seriously injure itself if 
it enters upon a violent and undiscriminating cam- 
paign for wage increase at this stage of our re- 
habilitation. 

Employers who are in a position to do so should 
listen fairly to demands and not precipitate trouble 
whére reasonable concessions will prevent it. Labor, 
on the other hand, should be farsighted enough to 


strain and probable recession after war conditions 
have disappeared and needs now to fortify itself 
against its consequences. n 
If there can be harmony and, mutual consideration 
in Our country at this time all classes will have 
reason before many years to be thankful for self- 
restraint and forethought now displayed, the wage 
earner not less than the man of wealth. — 
There should be an avoidance of strikes or lock- 
outs, by which everybody loses. 
mon sense, and mutual consideration should be em- 
ployed in the interest of all concerned.

There are many people who believe that the 
United States can so conduct itself that it will never 

ve another war. They are people who would want 
to get through it successfully and at the minimum 

sacrifice, if it had to come. They would fight rather 
than eat a conqueror's dust, but they think that 
good intentions and the golden rule can be used to 
avoid war. s | 

There are other people who think that to uvold 
war it is necessary not only to be well intentioned, 
employ soft words, and apply the golden rule but, 
in addition, to be so palpably incapable of fighting 
that no one ever would be provoked to fight them. 

All these people believe that it is possible to 
ehange the world radically and for the better by a 
strong effort of good intent. There are also some 

people who think that wars may come, but that if 
they do the American freeman will spring to arms 
and know perfectly how to work a three inch field 
piece without ever having seen one before. 

All these folk oppose doing anything for the army 
and navy, or, if they do not oppose, are so indiffer- 
ent that their attitude amounts to opposition. 
Now, excepting the few who hope for a martyr’s 

life and death, all these people would prefer not to 
have in their experience what each generation of 
their forbears in the United States has had—a war 
badly fought, a war made costly and bloody by the 
inexperience of the men who tried to fight it. 

None wants the sensation of learning that the 
nation’s capital has been burned and tha: the presi- 
dent is hiding somewhere in the ragged mountains 
of Virginia. (If this happens to any president, would 
it be disloyal to hope that the president will be 
Woodrow Wilson or Champ Clark, William Jea- 
m*ngs Bryan or Henry Ford?) 

The people will concede that, if we are going to 
have wars, it were better to know how to fight them. 
What they contend is that we do not need to have 
wars. That is a triumph of hope over experience. 
People are guided either by hope or experience. 
The hope in this case is that some sudden change 
will come over the methods of the human race. , 

The cause for a change is not apparent. No one 
ean perceive the working of a cause. This breed of 
men is about what the breed was fifty years ago ora 
hundred years ago. It operates under the same im- 
pulses. It is about the same in all elementals as 
the breed 5,000 years ago. 

They are doing in Europe today virtually what 
they were doing in Europe 5,000 years ago, with 
changes in mechanism and ways of doing it. Hope 
says that for some unaccountable reason, for some 
unseen and inpereeived cause, the human race, just 
as soon as it can get peace back in Europe, will re- 
solve never to do such a thing again—and will stick 
to Its resolve. 

That is, all history henceforth {s to be altogether 
different from all history heretofore. That is hope. 
To the person who thinks that experience is an in- 
dication of futurity this seems the most violent 
lunacy. It seems to be the most furious egotism. 
The reason the irrational optimist thinks the world 
must be different from now on is because he is with 
us. He is living, and he is a wiser and juster man 
than any living before him, and therefore the world 
must be modified under his influence. 

Tt is mad egotism. Experience is the basis of ex- 
pectation of another war. The only change which 
we cafi make certainly and surely is a change in 
N Hur methods of meeting the next war. That is the 
‘ only one entirely dependent on our will, and it is 

the very one the optimist will not make. 

_ The reason be will not make it is because he ex- 
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pects other changes, over which he bas no control 
and of which he can see no sign, to assert them- 
selves. Where human beings could effect a change 
he opposes the procedure because he expects a super- 
natural change. a a 
This conflict of hope against experience influences 
opinion on every issue important to the United 
States, and people who will not be guided by ex- 
perience think that people who do not want to trust 
themselves helplessly to hope are ignoble. The other 
way around, the optimists are thought to be crazy. 


THE RAILROAD FUTURE. — 

Fewer miles of railroads were constructed in 1915, 
according to Samuel O. Duan, an expert in railway 
matters, than in any year since the civil war. 

It is absurd to imagine that extension of lines has 
ceased because no new lines are needed. America 
has not yet reached maturity in this respect. Many 
sections of the country have scarcely been tapped. 
It is one of the problems of the irrigable lands in 
the west that their produce goes to waste because 
it cannot be transported quickly to market. 


because no one cares to invest his money in building 
them. It is too dangerous. Neither profit nor 
safety is in any way assured. 

Many people are prepared to assure the railroads 
that they are merely paying for iniquitous conduct 
in the past; that people are suspicious of railroad 
finance because railroad finance has been crooked in 
the past. : 

These accusations may be true, but they do not 
lessen the danger to national prosperity of the pres- 
ent check in railroad building. If there was boodle 
in railroad management, belaboring the railroads 
will not get back any of it. There could be nothing 
more stupid than punishment. We should be simply 
, punishing ourselves, 
| Of course, fraudulent practices in the manage- 
ment of railroads must be stopped; they seem to be 

in a fair way to be stopped. Bills giving the inter- 
state eommerce commission power over the issue of 
securities and more complete access to railroad 
records have been introduced and they will eventu- 
ally pass. 

But the precarious situation of the railways is a 
present fact and it must be dealt with as such. 
Railroads are indispensable to this country, and the 
conditions must be created under which they will 
prosper. 

We must cease talking about the past of the rail- 
roads and begin thinking about the future. They 
must be rescued in some way from their present 
_ insecurity.

CERVANTES TERCENTENARY. 
{From the Des Moines Capital.] 

“Don Quixote,” claimed to be “the world’s 
most wonderful national book in prose,” has been 
translated in every language in Europe, even 
Turkish. Last week all Spain observed the three 
hundredth anniversary of the death of its author, 
Miguel de Cervantes, which took place April 23, 
1616. It is a curious fact that the degths of 
Shakespeare and Cervantes, the two greatest 
writers of their time, should have taken place on 
the same date. 

As his contribution to the observance of the 
tercentenary of Cervantes the king of Spain has 
restored the home of the author at Valladolid. 

We have heard but little of any observance in 
America of the tercentenary of Cervantes. How- 

er, joint celebrations in honor of Shakespeare 
and Cervantes are being held all over Central and 
Latin America. 

It is not surprising that in these countries the 
impression prevails that we are interested only 
in the commercial side of our assoctation with 
them and not the cultural as represented by the 
Latin poets, novelists, and artists. America would 
have done well to have combined more generally 
a formal recognition of the tercentenaries of 
both Shakespeare and Cervantes, whose names

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FOOD FOR CHILDREN. 

F you have children write to the de- 
partment of agriculture for farmers 
bulletin No. 717, “ Food for Young 
Children,” by Caroline F. Hunt. It 
will help you to bring up your chil- 

dren in health and strength. It fs full of 
detailed information and advice, on which 
the following statements are based: 

Milk is a perfect food for a young in- 
fant. Itis not for older children. At the 
game time the dietary of children should 
be built around milk. A child should 
take a quart of milka day. It should be 
clean and fresh. Unless the cows pro- 
ducing it are known to be free from tu- 
berculosis and the milkers are known to 
be free from disease the milk should be 
pasteurized. 

Skim milk is ust as nutritious as whole 
milk, except that it does not contain 
enough fat. Children who drink skim 
milk should make up the deficiency in fat 
by taking butter, olive oil, butterine, 
gravy. or some other grease. 

Milk ig deficient in iron. Therefore 
children should take spinach and other 
green vegetables, the yolks of eggs, and 
meat, in order to get the iron they need. 

Milk as a food is too concentrated. 
When it is taken the water is absorbed 
and passes off through the eliminative 
organs, but it leaves some concentrated, 
easily digested and assimilated solids. 
These quickly pass out of the intestines 
to the tissues, leaving too little residue 
for proper stimulation of the bowels. 
Therefore children need whole wheat 
bread, bran bread, cereals containing a 
good deal of the husk of the grain, and 
fruit and vegetables. 


— 

Growing children need foods to repair 
waste and furnish material for the bui!d- 
ing of new tissues, Caroline Hunt's rule 
is to give a child over 2 years of age 
an egg every other day and about two 
ounces of meat, fish, or poultry on the 
intervening days. Not all children digest 
eggs well. Such children should be given 

more meat and milk instead of eggs. 

Children are very active. They there- 
fore need a lot of energy producing foods. 
Bread and cereals are such. Where 
yeast raised breads are used it is well to 
limit children to second day bread. It is 
a good plan to give them bread toasted 
to a crisp brown. A good sized slice of 
bread is equal in food value to half a 
cupful of boiled or a cupful of puffed 
cereal. 

“If the healthy child is given a quart 
of milk, has butter on his bread, and 
meat or an egg once a day, he gets enough 
fat, and that which he receives is in 
wholesome form.“ \ 

Children need both vegetables and fruit. 
A child should have vegetables once every 
day. The same is true of fruits. Children 
do not digest unripe fruits well. There- 
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fore the fruit for a child should be ripe 
and sound. It should be peeled. Young 
children should have fruit juice

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


EOPLE have short memories nowa- 
days, and few seem to have recog- 
nized in the “distinguished au- 
thor and in the noted collector,” 
Alexander Meyrick Broadley, who 

‘died the other day at Bradford, his beau- 
tiful country seat in Dorsetshire, the 
same Broadley who was denounced from 
the bench of the high court of justice in 
London as guilty of instigation to per- 
jury, who was stigmatized with one ac- 
card by the London press as “ notori- 
ous, and as having reduced thousands 
to ruin, and who, moreover, was made 
the object of a somewhat sensational 
move on the part of the late King Ed- 
ward. 

It was in 1891 that the London weekly 
paper known as Vanity Fair, which had 
been publishing a series of portraits of 
prominent men bythe famous caricaturist 
Spy (including pictures of the then 
Prince of Wales and of his two sons, one 
| of them now King George), brought out 
a picture of Alexander M. Broadley, en- 
| titling it Broadley Pasha, and allud- 
Ing to the fact that he was not only the 
managing editor of the London weekly 
World but also the promoter and chief 
organizer of the then much advertised 
Canadian Meat company, which came to 
a disastrous end a few months later. 

In catching sight of this picture King 
Edward, who knew all about Broadley's 
antecedents, addressed a most indignant 
remonstrance to the proprietors of Van- 
ity Fair, and likewise set the police in 
motion. The result was that Broadley 
was warned by the latter to leave Eng- 
land within twelve hours. The following 
week Vanity Fair published an abject 
apology to its readers for having per- 
mitted Broadley's portrait to appear in 
their paper, while Edmund Yates, the 
proprietor of the London World, in its col- 
umns besought its readers to remain as- 
sured that he had no conception whatso- 
ever of the atrocious record of his man- 
aging editor. 


~~ 

Broadley was a lawyer, who as such 
obtained a legal appointment of some im- 
portance in the civil service of India. 
From this he was dismissed in the deep- 
est disgrace on account of his horrible 
mode of life, which was such as to neces- 
sitate his immediate departure from India 
in order to escape proceedings which the 
authorities would otherwise have been 
compelled to institute and which they 
were anxious to avoid. 

His reputation was such that finding it 
impossible to live in England he settled 
down as a lawyer at Tunis, where, when 
the war with France broke out, he ~f- 
fered his services as correspondent of the 
London Times. These were accepted ia 
ignorance of his Indian record. 

His knowledge of Moslem law, acquired 
in India and in Tunis, led Wilfrid Blunt 
to engage his services as counsel for 
Arabi Pasha, when the latter was placed 
on trial at Cairo for his leadership in the 
great Egyptian insurrection in 1882 that 
culminated in the bombardment of Alex- 
andria and in the battle of Tel-el-Kebir. 

Touching on his way from Tunis to 
Egypt at Malta, and invited, as are 
nearly all English tourists to the Englisn 
club there, Broadley was recognized by 
people who knew of his Indian career ani 
ignominiously expelled. In Egypt he was 
tabooed by the European clubs at Alex- 
andria and at Cairo, although, the moral 
tone among Europeans in the land of the 
Nile has at no time been very high, while 
the other lawyers associated with him in 
the defense of Arabi was received every-- 
) where with open arms. 

After the trial was over he ventured 
back to England, this time in the capacity 
of the confidential agent and legal adviser 
of that arch scoundrel, ex-Khedive Is- 
| mail, and ingratiated himself to such an 
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extent with Edmund Yates that the latter 
intrusted him with the duties of managing 
editor of his paper, the London Word. 
Broadley took advantage ofthis to worm 
himself into society as a recorder of its 
doings, and all sorts of peopie attended 
his really most artistic musicals at his 
house in the Regents park district. it 
Was there, by the bye, that Boulanger 
made his debut in London. 
1 N 

Broadley thereupon commenced to 
branch out as @ promoter and had just 
launched the Canadian Meat company 
when he was forced to leave England. 

After five years of foreign exile Broad- 
ley slipped very quietly back to London, 
and, keeping himself as far as possible 
out of the public eye, became the guiding 
spirit and chief associate of Terah Hooley 
in all the wildcat schemes with which 
that individual was connected. It is un- 


necessary to recapitulate here the names 1 


of all these companies, every one of which 
came to grief, spreading ruin and desti- 
tution throughout the land. Hooley Pind 
repeatedly bankrupted and held up to! 


! 
public obloquy as responsible for the 


Wholesale financial disasters. 

But the late Sir Robert Wright, justice | 
of the court of queen’s bench, who pre- 
sided in many of the trials of Hooley, did | 
not hesitate to declare on the bench that 
the real author and organizer of all these 
piratical schemes was Broadley, who was 
always kept out of the limelight, 

Hooley and his other associates were 
compelled to surrender all their ill got- 
ten gains. Broadley by his extreme cley- 
erness managed to escape bankruptcy 
and criminal suits and to retain all nis 
plunder, which enabled him to blossoin 
forth, after a fashion, into a county mag- 
nate, 


Before the final crash of Hooley, and 


when he was still in possession of funds, 
King Edward, then still heir apparent. 
had a bad scare. The Amner Hall estate, 
immediately adjoining Sandringham, his | 
country home, having been put up for 
sale, was purchased by Hooley. The 
prince was perfectly well aware of the 
associations between Hooley and Broad- 
ley, and at once realized that if Hooley 
became squire of Amner hall, Broadley 
would be there as a permanent guest, in 
which event neither Queen Alexandra nor 
himself would ever be able to go beyond 
the park gates of Sandringham without 
risking meeting with him. Life at Sand- 
ringham under such circumstances would 
have been impossible.

Accordingly the prince, with a consider- 
able amount of diplomacy, caused Hooley 
to be approached by the Duke of Rich- 
mond, who requested him, as a special 
favor, that he would permit the heir ap- 
parent to purchase from him the Amner 
hall estate for the same price which he 
paid for it, on the ground that he was 
especially anxious to acquire it for the 
use of his married daughter, Princess 
Charles of Denmark, now Queen Maud of | 
Norway, whom he wished to have within | 
reach of Sandringham. 

The request was so artfully worded, and. 
Hooley was given to understand that the 
then heir apparent would be so gratified 
if he yielded to the royal request, that he 
complied with the demand, in the vain 
hope that his placing his future king 
under so deep an obligation would benefit 
him in his socia) aspirations.

FOES tN THREE CLASSES. 


Tells Mississippi Valley Conference 


They Are Conservatives, Pessi- 
mists, and Spoilers. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 7.—A call to 
women of the country to join hands and 
aid in defeating the enemies of equal suf- 
frage was sounded today by Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, president of the National 


American Woman Suffrage association. 


Mrs. Catt was addressing a large mass- 
meeting at the Auditorium here, the 
opening sesstön of the Mississippi valley 
suffrage conference. 

‘Emmy Evald of Chicago also was a 
speaker at the massmeeting. 

Mrs. Catt divided into three classes the 
*‘ antis,"’ or those whose efforts are aimed 
to keep women disenfranchised. 

First of all,” she said, there are 
those who may be called the conserva- 
tives. . 

The second class I shall call the pes- 
simists. They are the iconoclasts—they 
tear down—they never build up. ~ 

But there is a third class that we may 
call the spoilers, and they are our real 


opponents. 


When some great power with money 
contributes vast sums to political cam- 
paign funds it virtually buys up the con- 
sideration of the leaders of those po- 
litical parties which have received those 
contributions and they therefore are able 
to largely control legislation. Those 
powers are opposed to woman suffrage.”’

Tomorrow representations will be made 
before the committee on episcopacy by 
cities interested in securing episcopal 
residences. Des Moines, Detroit, and 
Pittsburgh will make a vigorous appeal. 
If Des Moines succeeds it is said the 
episcopal residence will be taken from 
Omaha. Oklahoma has already signified 
its willingness to surrender its residence 
and one plan is to combine the St. Louis 
and Oklahoma areas with a residence at 
Kansas City. 

El Paso, Tex., is urged as a residence 
for a bishop who will have jurisdiction 
over the Spanish work, including super- 
vision over Mexico. 


Rome to Get Episcopal Residence. 

Residences for bishops in the foreign 
fields are exciting almost as much inter- 
est as those in the United States. An 
episcopal residence in Rome, Italy, with 
supervision over northern Africa, it is 
said, is almost a certainty. If this change 
is made the residence now in Zurich, will 
probably be taken to Berlin, undef the 
superintendency of Bishop J. L. Nuelsen.

Take Well Known Names. 

If they happen to be unlucky enough 
not to be able to commercialize a dead 
man's reputation then some other name 
such as that of a well known dental 
preparation or tooth powder is used with 
the spelling altered sufficiently to keep 
the manufacturer from making trouble. 

Petitions to revoke licenses and char- 
ters and to enjoin several tooth extracting 
and filling corporations from using mis- 
leading trade names will be filed with 
the state board of dental examiners today 
by Assistant Aftorney General Richard 
H. Colby. The complaints will be signed 
by Dr. George N. West of the Chicago 
Dental society in most cases. 


Cases to Be Filed. 
Here are the cases: 
Years ago a dentist was employed by 
one of the large State street department 


stores. His name was Dr. Hayes. He 


was a man of unassailable character, and 
one who stood high in the dental pro- 
fession. His practice grew to such an 
enormous size he decided to open an of- 
fice of hig own. He moved to the sevond 
floor of the Isabella building at 21 East 
Van Burent street. 

Then about ten years ago, Dr. Hayes 
died. Few of his patients knew of his 
death but those that did were surprised 
to see the name still on the windows. In 
fact it was not Dr. Hayes’ full name. 
The initials had been dropped, but lurid 
letters proclaimed the fact that the sec- 
ond floor of 21 East Van Burent street 
was occupied by The Dentist Hayes 
Offices,” and! Dentist Hayes, both of 
which names had been incorporated with 
the secretary of state at Springfield. 


Begins Advertising Campaign. 

Then began an advertising campaign. 
Circulars bearing the name of Dr. T. T. 
Woollens, man- eT 
ager, were dis- 
tributed announ- 
cing that Dentist 
Hayes had been 
established at the 
same address for 
twenty-five years. 
One of these, print- 
ed on the reverse 
side of a facsimile 
of a confederate 
$10 bill, reads as 
follows: 

“This bill is — 
worth 81 in actual 5 3 
cash value on all | — 
dental work at DR.T.T. WOOLENS 
Dentist Hayes. Established twenty-five 
years. Save money and get the best 
work. $10 Samson teeth will not drop or 
slip. They are made for service and 
comfort. My price is $5. $10 gold crowns 
$5. If you can get a better crown at any 
price I'll return your 38. Dr. T. T. 
Woollens, manager since 1903. Ten year 
guarantee in writing. Dentist Hayes.” 


Woollens Licensed in 1903. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Woollens. 
whose picture appears on nearly all the 
ads and circulars, took out his license in 
1903, according to Attorney Colby. Yet 
another ad reads: Here quarter cen- 
tury.“ and at the bottom says: This 
is by twentieth year I am here to 
stay.” 2 

Still another advertisement headed: 


„ Established twenty-five years,” reads 


as follows: 

“ Twilight sleep for no pain dentistry. 

“ Your mind awake. Your tooth nerves 
asleep. You know and see everything 
that is done for you, and you feel no pain. 
This is the greatest advancement which 
has been made in dentistry in 100 years.” 

Attorney Colby will file a petition to re- 
voke the charter of the Dentist Hayes 
Offices and Hayes Dentist, and to enjoin 
the corporation from using the name of 
Dr. Hayes. 

Case of the Roberts. 

Another case in which the name of a 
dead man has been capitalized is that of 
Roberts, Dentists, at 2606 Lincoln ave- 
nue. Two dentists formerly occupied the 
offices at this address. They were broth- 
ers, Dr. B. J. Roberts, now dead, and Dr. 
Grant Roberts, who conducts an office 
acrosé the street. When Dr. B. J. Rob- 
erts died, a Dr. John Jarvin (his name is 
Dr. John Jarvinen on the license] ap- 


peared and purchased his “interest in Myste
